Claims 1-20 have examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

- In reference to claims 1,10, and 18 

Independent claims 1,10, and 18 are allowed because the prior record fails to 
teach or fairly suggest a method, system, or computer program on a computer readable 
medium for setting or resetting a next peak service distance violated (NPTV) indicator 
depending on whether the next peak service distance (PSD) is violated or not violated, 
and then responsive to identifying no more frames to be dispatched from the flow, 
utilizing the NPTV indicator to identify a calendar for attaching the flow upon a new 
frame arrival for the flow. 

- Claims 2-9, 11-17, and 19-20 

Claims 2-9, 11-17, and 19-20 are allowed because they are dependent from 
claims 1,10, and 18, respectively.
